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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 23 November 2009 has been entered. Claims 2-12 and 23-33 are 
pending. Claims 2-12 and 23-33 are currently amended. Claims 1, 13-22, and 34-40 are 
cancelled. No claims are new. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Haahr et al., U.S. 2005/0055341 ("Haahr"), teach analogous art to 
the instant application, specifically, refining search queries using reinforced clustering. 

Haahr teaches that a stored query and a stored document are associated as a logical 
pairing. A weight is assigned to the logical pairing. The search query is issued and a set of 
search documents is produced. At least one search document is matched to at least one stored 
document. The stored query and the assigned weight associated with the matching at least one 
stored document are retrieved. At least one cluster is formed based on the stored query and the 
assigned weight associated with the matching at least one stored document. The stored query 
associated with the matching at least one stored document are scored for the at least one cluster 
relative to at least one other cluster. See Abstract. 

Haahr mutually reinforces the importance of individual objects of multi-type data objects 
within an object type and between different object types by computing scores for each query in a 
potential refinement cluster. Each score is computed as the product of the frequency of the 
stored query for the cluster times the length of the distance vector measured from the term vector 
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of the stored query to the centroid of the cluster. If the score for the unique stored query exceeds 
a predefined threshold, the name is added to the set of query refinements. See Fig. 10 and par. 
77. 

Haahr does not teach "mutually reinforcing an importance of individual ones of the 
multi-type data objects within an object type and between different object types based on the 
following:

i(X) = a(X) + h(X)

wherein X= {x\, X2, ... x m } and Y = {yuyi, ■■■ Jm} represent respective object sets 
of heterogeneous object type with relationships R x , R Y , R^ and R YX if directionality is 
considered, and L Y represent adjacent matrixes of links identifying relationships within setX 
and Y respectively, and L YX represent adjacent matrixes of links identifying relationships 
from objects inXto objects in Y, a(X) and h(X) are an authority score and a hub score of nodes 
within X respectively, a(Y) and h(Y) respectively represent authority scores and hub scores of 
nodes in Y, i(X) and i(Y) respectively represent an importance of the nodes in X and Y, and /? and 
y are weight parameters to adjust influence of links derived from different relationships" as 
recited in independent claims 1 1 and 32. 
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Thus, Haahr does not teach, suggest, or render obvious all of the claimed limitations of 
independent claims 1 1 and 32.
